Evaluation Process « 80% of score is based on program narrative responses
20% of score is based on budget details

Minimum Expectations Year 1: Stakeholders and community engagement, plan

to consider during development

program narrative * Year 2: Implementation plan
* Year 3: Continued plan implementation while building

Program Narrative » Start with strengths-based approach
Considerations » Provide details and cite data sources

» Build off current community engagement and initiatives
Three-year Funding « Year 1 - 100% with a maximum amount of $100,000
Allocations « Year 2 - 75% with a maximum amount of $75,000 (25%

grantee matching funds)
« Year 3 - 50% with a maximum amount of $50,000 (50%
grantee matching funds)

Budget Considerations + Must complete one per site
« Bein alignment with program narrative responses

« MOU Required - Consortia ONLY

Approximating Award (Division) + (Al/AN % Tier) + (Proximity Tier) = Approximated
